JA - bouts were lately burnt to take away from the Rebels 
29 the benefit of honſfing , and to puniſh the Inhabitants 
2 whocorcurred with them. So now R athconle and 
T aſagard arc burnt by 200 of our Horſe, ſent out for 

*—WY that purpoſe. The two troops divided themſelves, fo 
as thedhe half were at R arbcowle and the other at Toſagard; thoſe at 
R e#thconte were encoun:red by 1000 Foot of the Rebels, whereupon 
our Horſes ſcemed to retreat : The Rebels purſued them. And when 
our Horſe came to a place of advantage, to the ſmall brook on this ſide 
R athcoule, where two ways meet ; the one to Rarhcowlethe other to 
Toſaggard: there our Horſe met and charged them, and the Rebels 
betook them to their heels, and ſo were routed : Our Souldiers fol- 
lowed the executioners and therein ſlew 60 of theRebels;and among 
them a Captain of 250 Foot,namely, Mr. Andrew Ley,brother to Mr. 
Ley of Rathbride in the County of Ki/dare, an E»gliſh manslon. eAn- 
arew married to Sir Richard ({ocks daughter, ſometime Secretary of 
State here. Theſe Rogues had hardly any powder,and for match uſed 
weeks of candles.

w He laſt night ſomeo!ourHorſ: fallied ont toRacorle 6 miles from 
D«blin,where they met with 5 or 6co of the Rebels, which 
made as though they would have ſtood to a Skirmiſh,being the grea- 
ter number by many lundreds : but proved otherwiſe, for our men 
ſlew 80 or 100 of them, and the reſt ran away,our men brought in 
fome pillage of Cattle ſheep and ſwinc,and came all fafe in again, bleſ- 
ſed bee God for his gracious proteRion, ;

This morning ſome of our Army both Horſe & Foot,march*'d with 
$ pieces to new Caſtle Lions, 7.miles from Dublin, a Town wherein 
arc 7 Caſttes, in which the Enemy kept their Campe, but before our 
Army came to the Town, the Enemy were fled and had taken 'away 
with them all the pillage , but our Army marched fortyard to, the 
Nafe where the Enemy had another Camping place 5 mikes tarther , 
but of their ſucceſſes we yet heare no certainty. of : The Lord. in 
mercy proſper thein, and ſend them a viRortous and ſafe returne, of 
which we hope and pray for. . = oy 
This laſt night Captaine Scoxr, with his hore all voluntiers went 
forth towards Clantarffe, and returning about breake of the day tg 
D ramconran, which is but a mile from Dxblin,they were beſet by the 
Encmy both horſe and foot, to the number of five :undred, and our 
men being not forty, yet thzy came off with honcur,not looſing one 
man nor ho:ſe. . = 
'The good Lady Offalie, with the young Lord and your brother, 
with the reſt in that Caſtle, have been driven to great diftreſſe, by. 
reaſon of two of her ſervants , that would have betrayed them by a 
Rope from off the wall,one night when he ſhould have watcht went 
to the Rebels and tould them, how to cut offthe water from them 
1n the Caltle, which was done, whereupon they in the caſt]: were 
forced to put their lives upon it to fally out, which they did,. and 
when they had ſlaine ten or twelve of the Rebels the reſt fled, ſo that 
by Gods good providence they in the Caſtle had liberty, and oppore 
tunity to relieve th. mſelves, not only in water but jn Corne which 
the Rebels had threſhed for themſelves, but none of their owne,thoſe

in the Caſtle burnt the houſes and Church, ſo as if they come-againe 
there will be no ſhelter for them : ſince I have not heard from them, 
for they cannot ſend tome, nor Itothem ; the enemy lying in ſuch

SD Feb. 3. 1641. 

This day our Army bleſſed be God,arc fafcly returned home, where 
they have done good ſervice in burning fiftcene or ſixteene Rebelli- 
ous Townes and Caſtles, which harboured the enemy, and brought 
with them Cattell and other pillage, but the Rebels themſelves fied 
before our Army came to them, only one Caſtle where they dilchar- 
ged once, and fo ran away ; We have ſo many Papiſts and Spics on 
their part amongſt us in this City, that wecannot do or intend to 
do any thing,but they have preſent notice given them : The Lord in 
mercy remove them all. | pr 5 

Our Army have brought theſe priſoners, Mr. George eAjlmer of 
Lyous,Mr.Tho, Aſo and Tra, Aſp of theHaas,and Higgam the Frycr,8c 
they had angther of quality, Mr. Benaly Britten, who marricd the 
widdow e1y/mer of Lyons, bat he eſcaped.

' Sir Nich, white is committed cloſe prifoner, and Alderman lames 
it is thought it will go very hard with the Alderman, hee is chate 
ged with ſending intelligence to the Rebels. 

' This day grand Iuries are ſummoned to appeare for the Counties 
of Kildare, wicklo, Meath, and other places, and I belecve the Lords 
of the Pale,and moſt of the prime men who are ative inthe buſincſk 
will be indicted of Treaſon. 

Our Army hath not had any pay theſe three weeks, bat are deferd

This day 1000,of our men commanded by the Lord Lambre, mar. 
ched tothe Deames Grange, .miles off, where were above a thouſand 
of the Rebels ; our men fought with them, routed rhem,and ſlew a- 
bove a hundred of the Rebels : and among them ſome, Captainzs, and 
Lieytenants of the Cavenagbs, Sir Morgan Caveragh himicife was 
not;there, but was gone to Art Cavenaghes at _—_—

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three dayes before, Our men tooke one of quality, Edw,Yalſ ſecond. 
ſonne of old Maſter Wal& of Clamanim, who lookes now like a 
Roguc,and fone fifteen more, who arc inconfiderable perſons.

Here is nothing but ſpoile and deſtru&ion on both ſides,and when

their and every of their Partakers , 'Ayders , Maintaincrs , 
Comforters , Confederates, Complices and Afociates, were 
proclaimed apparant,notorious,ungratefvll, wicked, vile and unna- 
turall Teaytors and Rebels, againſt our moſt gracious Soveraigne 
Lord Charles, by the grace of God King of England, Scotland, Frauce 
and Ireland, Defendor of the Faith, &c, His Royall Crown andig- 
nity, Willing therefore, requiring, warranting and authorifing all 
his Majeſties good and loving Subjeds, to purſue and plague with 
fire and ſword , apprehend, deſtroy ,. and kill by all the ways and 
meancs they may, all the faid perſons, their partakers, cc. 

Declaring alſo toall men, as well good Subjects as others, that 
whoſoever thall betwixt that time and the 25 day of March next,kil 
or cauſe to be killed any of the ſaid Rebels,ſhal have for their reward
